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© the Neighbouring Pariſhes, ard the 
Foot to Clift Heath where they Encampt 
and pitched their Tents. The Bifhop fled, 
and is come for London, and we Hear is 
wade Archbiſhop of York, The Dean 
likewiſe withdrew, whote Houſe the 
Prince took for his Lodgings. The Lord's 
Day Dr. Burnet Preacht at the Cathedral 
on the laſt v. of Pſalm 107, Whoſo 1 wiſe, 
nd will obſerve theſe things ; even they ſhall 
amderſtand the loving kindneſs of the Lord. 
Wherein he obſerves the wonderful Pro- 
vidence of God towards them in the 
v hole Condudt of Aﬀairs in this under- 
taking, and how they intended to have 
Landed the 4th of November if it had been 
poſſible, 'it being the Prince's Birth-day, 
and the Day of his Marriage to the Prin- 
ceſs, but they could not pothbly make to 
the Land, and ſo could not get Afſhore 
till the 5th, that our Deliverance mighr 
be begun on the ſame Day it formerly 
was deſigned for Ruin and Deſtruction. 
Munday all the Cannons that were in the 
Town were ſummoned ta appear in the 
& mu And likewiſe the Singing men ; 
where after they had Sung Te Deym, Dr. 
Burnet read the Prince's Declaration, and 
after the Declaration, a ſhort Prayer for 
the ſuccels of the Prince, and: ſo depart- 
ed, there was not one of the Cannons ap- 
peared, and when, the Declaxation was 
reading, the Singing men wentaway, they 
being commanded in their Service to fcr- 
bear praying for the Prince of Wales. 
Aonday Captain Burringron, who lives 
+ by Creditron came to the Prince, and of- 
fered him his Service, who was very kind- 
ly received by him ; after that every day 
the Gentry from all parts of Devon and 
Somerſet, 8c. flocked to him in great num- 
bers, it would take up too much time to 
name them, few abſenting themſelves, 
and thoſe that did there is great notice ta- 


ken of them. They have entred into an. 


Aflociation to ſtand and fall with ' the 
Prince. Several Lords.came to him while 
here, as the Lord Colcheſter, Shrewsbury, 
————Cornbury, There were - (even 
Scorch Lords, one Iriſh, and eighteen En- 
giiſh Lords that came over with him. It 
is incredible-to tell you what they have 
brought with 'ghem, - unleſs you faw it, 
-there being 200 of their Ships come into 
the River. of Topſham. Plymouth Fort is 
ſurrendred to,the Prince by the Earl of 
Bath, and the Popiſh Officers that were 
there, with Father Turner are ſeized and 
fecured, and the Popiſh Souldiers dif- 
charg'd, and coming hither- and owning 
themſelves ſuch, are committed by Mr. 
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Seymour, who is made our Governor, 'and 
one Major Gibbons Deputy Governor. 
Here are ſeveral Thouſand Souldiers that 
have Liſted themſelves, and many Thou- 
ſands more would have done the ſame, 
bur the Mariſcha! de Schomberg told the 
Prince there was no need cf them; fo 
they were diſmiſt again. They have a 
vaſt Treaſure with them, I am certainly 
inform'd of Fif:y Waggon load of Money. 
They have Landed about ? 20 Field-pieces; 
{everal of which remain here, and the 
others are gone with the Prince. They 
have alſo brought chree Ships laden with 
Fire-works, and -as many Arms as will 
ſerve 60000 Men, beſides Aparrel. They 
haye one. ComPany thit are all fix Foot 
and a half high. The laſt News we had 
was that the Prince was at the E. of Brj> 
ftol's near Sherbourn,where we are inform'd 
that Prince George, the Duke of G rafton, 
the Lord Church:l!, and Colonel 7; relawny 
met him, and that the: Prince ſaluted 
them in the wordsof David to the men of 
Judah and Benjamin inthe 1 Chron, 12.17. 
And David went out to meet them, and an- 
ſwered and ſaid unto them: If ye be come 
peaceably unto me to help me, mine heart ſhall 
be knit unto you : but if ye be come to betray 
me to mine enemies, ſeeing there is u0 wrong 4 
mine hands : the God of - our, Fathers ah 
thereon, and rebuke it, And they reply 
in the words of Amaſai in the 18th verſe. 
Then the Spirit came ujon Amalai, who was 
chief of the Captains, and he ſaid, Thine are 
we, David, and on thy ſide, thou Son of Jelle: 
Peace, peace be unto thee, and peace be to thy 
helpers, for thy God helpeth thee. Then Da- 
vid received them, and made them-Captains 
of the Band, The Prince at his going 
rom hence gave the Mayor this Chara- 
&er, That he was worthy to be truſted, 
for being faithful to his Truſt. There 
are.very many other things of leſſer mo- 
ment, which I have not time to trear; 
neither ſhall I trouble you with-them,

WE have had two Alarms this week of 

the French being. landed, one ac 
Salcomb in the South, and the other ar 
Portlock.in the North Seas, but both prove 
ſtories; the Country appeared wich 
Siches, Hay-knives, Corn-pikes, Muskets, 
and other Inſtruments that could be. gor 
wherewith to encounter them : I believe 
there were art leaſt an hundred thouſand 
in all 'places in the Country in Arms. At 
Dunsford the people ran away to Arms, 
and left the Corps when they weze going 
to Burial.
